AN ARCHITECTURAL PUZZLE. 


Monasteries Unlit In a 'Wildly Innc- 


cexMi&le Locality. 


The famotib ?nonasteries of Meteora 


crown the summits of vast rock pinna- 
cles rising from the plain of Thessaly. 


By what strange means the first cun- 


ning architects of thes3 airy perches 
i-ncceedecl in reaching the scene of their 
labors is a matter wreathed in mystery. 
The cliffs nre far too smooth and per- 
pcndiuiilar for any man to climb by 
hand and foot, and history guards jeal- 
ously the secret of the monasteries. All 
that is known about them is that the 
monks and wandering friars of the mid- 
dle ages fonnd sanctuary here when 
first the crescent and scimiter ran red 
with Christian blood. Visitors to the 
monks' abode announce their presence 
by shouting until some one far above 
looks out and lets the net, which is 
worked by a windlass, come down. 


The sensation of the ascent is dis- 


tinctly novel. Seated on the ground in 
the center of the net, the meshes are 
one by one looped on to a large iron 
hood. As the rope becomes taut the 
cords press uncomfortably hard upon 
various points of one's body, and with 
a strong wind blowing it swings to 
and fro and bumps its human load 
against the cliff. The rope, as it slowly 
winds on the drum up in the monastery, 
kinks occasionally, and the jerk gives 
one the impression that the rickety con- 
cern is giving way. 


The journey, however, ends eafely 


170 feet above the ground, where the 
monks promptly extricate the visitor 
and give him a pleasant welcome.

Before leaving Port Antonio we had 
taken in a large supply of fresh fruit, 
including bananas, so is occurred to one 
of our very alert and original newspa- 
per men that we should hoist the sig- 
nal, "We have bananas for the Texas 
on board." 


This we acted upon, and our vessel 


was allowed to glide in without inter- 
ference, until we reached the Texas. 
Once alongside, Captain Philip hailed 
us with delight, accepted our little gift 
and told us that a bombardment was 
very shortly to take place. We thought 
ourselves in great luck at receiving this 
news and made outside the lines, keep- 
ing as near to the squadron as we were 
permitted.

melter, janitor and assistant raelter, 
assistant clerk, nightwatohman. There 
are now seven national assay offices 
but only one, that in New York City, 
which has a Superintendent. 
Tbe 


heads of all the others are entitled 
"Assayera 
in Charge," which will 


doubtless be the title of tbe principal 
official at the Carson 
office. 
The 


smallest force is at the St. Louis office, 
which consists of 
only three, viz: 


assayer in charge, assistant assayer 
and laborer. This act of the adminis- 
tration will prove quite a Revere blow 
to our State and especially to Carson, 
by reducing more than fifty per cent 
the amount of money from that force, 
which has formerly been placed in 
circulation monthly in that city.

A Very Bad Bargain. 


That figures rue sometimes wonder 


fnl things is illustrated by the follow 
ing actual occurrence in a nearby college 
town a number of years ago: A student 
in the university was a member of ar 
eating club of 12 members which regu 
larly patronized a certain little hostelry. 
He was lucky enough one day to become 
the recipient of a legacy amounting to 
about $1,000, and, showing the sum to 
the hotel keeper, agreed to give it to 
him on condition that the sum be ac 
cepted as payment for meals eaten by 
the students until every possible combi 
nation of the seating arrangements o: 
the boys had been exhausted, the order 
of seats occupied by the boys to b 
changed at each meal. 


The hotel keeper thought it a most 


profitable deal, but a friend of his with 
a mathematical turn proved to him 
that it really would mean ruin, as no 
less ' than 479,001,600 arrangements 
were possible, or a total of (5,748,019, 
200 individual meals, which, at the rat< 
of 10 cents per meal, would represent a 
value of the tidy sum of $547,801,930 
The contract was carried out for th 
four years of the boys' student life 
when it really drove the hotel man from 
business, as reckoned on a basis of $J 
per week per student the hotel man hac 
lost $3,893, while the students had onl; 
eaten 52,416 individual meals and ha< 
still a credit of 5,748,966,784 meals, or 
enough to give them three meals a da; 
for 488,718^ years.—Philadelphia Rec 
ord. 


Everything Leak*. 


Ordinary tumblers will hold water 


because the globules of water are tot 
big to squeeze through the glass. Bu 
glass is as full of holes as a sponge, anc 
air blows right through it, because th 
specks of uir are smaller than the holes 


Put a bell into a big globe of glass 


seal up the vessel, pump out, all the air 
then ring the bell inside, and you hea 
nothing. There is not air enough in th 
globe to cairy a sound. But lay th 
globe aside for a month or so, and n 
matter how carefully you have sealec 
up the neck you will find that yon then 
can hear the bell when yon ring it. Ai 
has got into that globe—enough any 
way to carry a sound has leaked in 
through the substance of the glass. 


The ordinary incandescent lamp is t 


glass globe with the air pumped out 
and after a few months sufficient ni 
leaks through to dim the light whic! 
comes from the thread of electrifiec 
charcoal inside. 


We can make plenty of vessels t< 


hold water, bnt nothing has been mad 
which will hold air without any leak 
age. The air sneaks in through hole 
which are too email for the human min 
to imagine.
